In the present BULLETIN one article refers to Swaffham Prior, one 
to Sawston and one to Westley Waterless, the others are concerned with 
Cambridge itself.

The Local History Council took two new ventures in 1970: first, 
to circularise Cambridge schools offering a prize for an essay on local 
history, and secondly, to take part in the Cambridge Corporation's 
Leisure Opportunities Fair. The school essay attracted only a small 
entry but these were of a remarkably high quality, especially the three 
prizewinners to whom prizes were presented at the December meeting of 
the Council. It had been hoped to include one or more of the essays 
in the BULLETIN, but they were unsuitable owing to their length and to 
having a number of illustrations. We have in mind the possibility of 
producing the essay of the first prizewinner as a small booklet. 


The Leisure Opportunities Fair was held on Bank Holiday Monday on 
Midsummer Common. A simple but effective arrangement was staged by 
Mr Farrar and Mr Wood, showing photographs (several by the late 
Alexander Puck) of places we had visited recently, and lists of lectures. 
We sold a number of copies of the BULLETIN and made five new members. 
It is hoped to repeat the venture in 1971. To those who feel inclined 
to help man the stall for an hour or two we would say that the job is 
quite painless and even entertaining and your assistance would be 
welcomed.
